Amsterdam, Feb. I — The strike epi­ 
demic which has been spreading over 
Europe made its influence felt in Hol­ 
land to-day when the Socialists and 
Trades Unionists combined to demand 
that the exporting of foodstuffs be 
stopped, and that supplies be seized 
if necessary. 
The general strike in the Central 
Powers is waning and 
thousands of 
worker* returned 
to their factories 
Sunday. 
In isolated 
districts there 
were several minor vvalk-outs to-day 
but the situation is reported as much 
improved. 
If Germany

down the present 
disturbance 
their 
military power has won a notable vic­ 
tory.

Adams County people will be much 
concerned in the announcement from 
Camp Meade, where about 200 of our 
boys are stationed, th a t a large num­ 
ber of lads in the 79th Division of the 
National Army are to see service with 
the 
Regular Army 
in France 
this 
year. 
This 
camp 
has been 
called 
upon to furnish a certain number of 
men, who are to be transferred to a n ­ 
ither cantonm ent to fill up the gaps 
in a regular army division, which is 
soon to lie sent “Over There.” 
A certain quota 
is to be selected 
from each unit in this division, and 
the lads are now being given an op­ 
portunity to volunteer to go. 
More 
than a 
sufficient number to fill 
the 
quota have 
asked th a t their 
names 
bo included 
on tho list to lie trans­ 
ferred, it is said. 
For military rea­ 
sons it is not 
passible at 
this time 
to tell the 
time of the departure

This movement will very probably 
be followed by the tran sfer of a num ­ 
ber of officers who

Liberty Fruit Cake.— Take a half 
cupful of sour cream and milk, add a 
teaspoonful of soda, a cupful of brown 
sugar, a half cupful of molasses, cinna­ 
mon. allspice and cloves to taste, two- 
thlrds of a teaspoonful of salt, a cupful 
of white flour, a cupful und a half of 
rye flour, citron, figs and raisins, a cup­ 
ful and a half all well chopped and 
blended with some of the flour.

cupful of sour milk Is used a fourth of 
a cupful of shortening may be substi­ 
tuted In place of the cream. An egg 
or two will not harm the cake, but It 
will be good without them.

Caramel Bananas.— Peel ripe bana­ 
na*, cut Into halves lengthwise.

Second Lieutenant, in Fcce of Liquid 
Fire Attack, Holds Enemy Off Un- 
til Help Comes— Sergeant Who 
Was Born to Command. 


YORK COUNTY 


london, England.—The London Ca­ 
sette, with official 
brevity, recently 
gave accounts ut tin* heroism und devo­ 
tion to duty of nine British soldiers, 
who*have been rewarded by the high­ 
est honor the British soldier can win— 
the Victoria cross. 
The brief stories 
from their very reticence tell all the 
more effectively of thrilling bravery 
ami of the exhibition of capacity for 
leadership on the part of un officer, N. 
O. O.’s and men. 
The (use of Second Lieut. II. F. Par­ 
sons, who belonged to the Gloucester 
regiment. Is one where a Junior officer 
grasped the I in port ii ti ce of the post he 
was holding, and at the cost of his own 
life, aud despite severe burn- from 
liquid tire, saved the situation on bls 
part of the line. The bombers holding 
the post were forced back, but Lieu­ 
tenant Parsons bung on, lambing the 
advancing enemy, und delayed them 
long enough to enable a bombing par­ 
ty to be formed and rome Into action. 
Tile party succeeded In driving the 
enemy out of the line before they 
reached any of the British trenches. 
H ow long Lieutenant Parsons held 
the position Is not stated, but we do 
know thut he w as severely burned be­ 
fore the situation developed and that 
during the time he held tin* enemy he 
received such severe wounds that he 
died from them. 
Fought Until Gun Worked. 
Another man who displayed 
the 
same grasp of the facts of h situation. 
aud g a v e hi* iif«* to hold an Important 
post, was a Canadian infantry ser­ 
geant, Frederick Hobson. 
During a 
strong hostile counter-attack, an ene­ 
my shell exploded on a forward post 
where there was a Lewis gun. and bur­ 
led the gun. killing all the crew but 
one man. 
Sergeant Hobson ell robed 
from bls trench and ran up to the gun. 
He helped to dig It out and got It into 
action against the advancing enemy. 
The j*o*t 
lay In 
n 
communication 
trench that led to the hostile Iln**s 
aud the enemy were coming down the 
trench and aero** the open. No doubt 
the burial of the gun had something t«« 
do with the fact that it jammed ami 
stopped firing. There was nothing non 
to hold the enemy. 
Sergeant Hob* *n 
had been wounded, hut he told the gun­ 
ner to correct the stoppage, and rushed 
forward. * S i n g l e handed, he fought the 
enemy with bayonet and d tiliM rifle 
until at last he wa* killed with a rifle 
shot. 
But his bravery had saved the sltne- 
ntlon. The Lewis gun again came Into 
action and held the enemy until re-en­ 
forcements arrived, when the attack 
was completely defeated. 
It sometimes occurs In a difficult 
situation that one man will stand out 
as a horn leader. He is the man of the 
party who understands the position 
und Is quick to seige the most meager 
opportunity that presents Itself. 
It Is 
apparent that Lance Bergt. John May- 
ney of the Irish guards Is such a man. 
This Irishman from Rathdowney. In 
Queens county, won the Victoria cross 
for most conspicuous bravery and not 
a little ability as n leader. 
I He wa* In command of lf* men form­ 
ing' two advanced twists. 
With no wa­ 
ter dud little food, he held the posi­ 
tion for Od hours, though surrounded 
by the enemy. 
The morning of the 
fifth day. a greatly superior force of 
the enemy advanced to dislodge this 
narty, which wms apparently a thorn 
In their flesh. 
Sergeant Mnyney or­ 
dered bl* men out of their ahellholes. 
and taking the Initiative, attacked the 
enemy with bombs. 
He had a Lewis 
gun with his party und used it with 
deadly effect from the flank. The ene­ 
my got round him. but by n charge he 
broke through, himself 
leading the 
rush. Half-way across the path of Ids 
retirement was a stream, and tin* ser­ 
geant took advantage of tills to rover 
the retirement of his men. 
He was 
helped by a Lancashire man. Private 
Thomas Woodcock. Between them they 
held up the enemy until the whole 
party had got across the stream, when 
both retired under a shower of bombs. 
Private Save* Wounded Man. 
Private Woodcock helped the ser­ 
geant by using ills Lewis gun until the 
very last moment. 
The enemy were 
almost right up at the post before he 
and his N. C. O. cleared out. Tile ene­ 
my were throwing bombs us quickly 
as they could, and the “bursts’* were 
all around the stream. Private Wood­ 
cock was nearly clear of the stream 
when he heard the cries of some mau 
left behind. 
A member of the party 
was culling for help. 
In spite of the 
bombs, Woodcock waded back into the 
atreuui and picked up the man who 
was calling for help. He took him out 
of the water and carried him, in broad 
daylight, right across the open ground 
under heavy machine gun Are; so the 
entire party got safely away. 
Private Thomas Woodcock of Wigan, 
Lancashire, receives rite Victoria cross 
as does his N. C. O. lance sergeant, 
Moyney. 
Their adventure is a very 
fine example of 
the Initiative and 
courage of the British soldier.
